REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed has been entered. Claims 1-6 are pending in this Office 
action. Claims 6-23 have been cancelled. Claims 1-5 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses the method, comprising: if the receiver shift register is filled with 
synchronization data, initiating synchronized operation of the receiver shift register with 
a the corresponding transmitter shift register, wherein during synchronized operation, a 
bit sequence generated by the receiver shift register is compared to a received bit 
sequence to identify the occurrence of errors in a data transmission from the 
transmitter; and if the receiver shift register is not filled with synchronization data, 
shifting the loaded synchronization data and loading one or more additional bits of 
synchronization data into the receiver shift register. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
